FROM  THE  EDITOR’S  DESK 


Thanks  to  all  of  you  who  wrote  notes  and  letters 
to  me  when  you  heard  thar  Canoga  Park  was  in  the  Epic 
center  to  the  Northridge  Earth  quake.  My  store  was 
only  3  miles  from  the  direct  center. 

Esther  Anaszewski  wrote:  "  I  just  couldn't 
believe  what  that  earthquake  did  to  your  store.  Since 
Canoga  Park  was  never  mentioned  on  TV  or  Radio;  I 
just  assumed  you  were  O.K.  I'm  truly  sorry  for  all 
your  expensive  damage."  She  goes  on  to  say  that  she 
would  take  her  "tons  of  Snow"  anytime  compared  to  my 
earthquake.  Esther  is  68  years  young  and  loves  to 
shovel  snow.  Esther  lives  in  Chicago  and  I  under¬ 
stand  that  area  had  a  bad  winter.  I  guess  no  place  is 
perfect. 

I  received  a  letter  from  Bill  Cassin  with  some 
good  thoughts  I  would  like  to  pass  on. 

"It  seems  that  a  lot  of  items  being  released 
are  less  than  One  Ounce c  They  make  sure  that  .999 
Fine  Silver  is  prominent,  but  do  their  best  to  hide 
the  actual  silver  content.  Measurements  are  often  the 
same  as  a  round  or  bar  containing  one  ounce  of  silver. 
Likewise,  the  price  is  often  close  to  that  of  a  one 
ounce  item,  but  low  enough  to  make  a  person  think  they 
are  getting  a  bargain.  No  wonder  we  have  people  losing 
interest  in  the  hobby. 

Another  thing  that  is  turning  people  off  is  the 
high  prices  being  asked  for  certain  releases.  Chicago- 
land  and  their  various  sports  series  are  far  too  high. 
Sure,  they  pay  a  royalty  for  usage,  but  I  am  willing 
to  bet  that  they  never  mint  or  sell  their  announced 
mintage.  Other  times  there  are  special  items,  in  the 
eyes  of  those  having  the  item  minted,  that  are  of  a 
limited  mintage  and  very  high  priced.  If  you  are  a 
person  who  has  a  strong  attraction  to  the  particular 
subject,  you  will  possibly  buy.  At  the  same  time,  I 
am  willing  to  bet  that  many  of  these  high  priced 
strikes  end  up  as  money  losers." 

I  agree  with  Bill  in  many  ways  but  most

producers  or  mints  are  aiming  for  a  specific  customer. 
None  of  them  are  designed  to  be  sold  to  anyone  as  a 
silver  investment.  They  are  a  little  like  a  basebalL 
trading  card.  No  one  ever  asked  how  much  paper  is  in 
them.  If  you  like  the  'Cubs'  and  its  offered  in  silver 
you  buy  it  and  you  pay  the  asking  price.  A  great 
example  is  the  Zodiac  Nudes  of  the  C.Club  minted  by 
Sunshine  and  destributed  by  The  Money  Co.  I  sold  them 
for  $19.50  which  included  a  small  profit.  Another 
dealer  took  a  flyer  and  paid  $20,000.  and  put  ads  in 
Penthouse  and  sold  them  for  $39.95  +  $4.50  H&P.  I 
sold  approx.  20  sets  to  silver  Round  collectors.  The 
other  dealer  sold  over  3000  sets  to  his  audience.  I 
am  willing  to  bet  that  none  of  the  buyers,  his  or  mine 
cared  what  Spot  silver  was  as  long  as  the  finished 
product  was  quality.  I  will  state  for  a  fact  that  if 
the  Art  Silver  wasn't  quality,  it  would  be  returned. 

This  brings  me  to  another  letter  I  received.  This 
letter  is  in  reply  to  the  President's  page  of  the 
March  issue  of  the  Bugle.  The  author  is  Al  Fisher  #  237 

"I'm  one  of  those  ' Johnny-come- lately-col Lee tors' 
who,  up  until  3  years  ago  never  heard  of  silver  art  bar 
nor  was  I  aware  there  was  such  a  hobby  or  an  organ¬ 
ization  such  as  IASAC ,  and  for  that  I  apologize.  You 
might  even  want  to  call  me  an  accumulator  as  opposed  to 
a  collector,  although  I  must  admit  I'm  not  sure  I  know 
the  difference,  I'll  plead  guilty  anyway.  But  let's  be 
careful  not  to  offend  other  collectors  who  have  large 
accumulations.  Why  I  even  know  a  collector  who  tries  to 
accumulate  at  least  one  of  every  known  art  bar  and  all 
its  varieties.  (Ed.  note;  I  know  of  7)  But  enough  name 
calling  and  finger  pointing  -  let's  get  down  to  some 
serious  dialogue." 

"Your  right  about  me  going  into  a  coin  or  dealer's 
shop  and  buying  high  catolog  art  bars  for  just  a  few 
pennies  over  the  spot  price  of  silver.  I've  bought 
hundreds  of  them  over  the  last  three  years.  You  would 
be  surprised  at  how  many  dealers  consider  art  bars  junk 
silver.  They  buy  it  at  fifty  cents  back  of  spot  and 
resell  it  to  us  collectors  for  fifty  cents  over  spot. 

In  fact  most  dealers  I've  been  to  including  one  of  the 
largest,  'Superior  Coin'  in  Beverly  Hills,  regard  us 
Art  bar  collectors  about  the  same  way  some  of  us  regard

Franklin  Mint  collectors. (Don' t  believe  me?  take  one  of 
the  high  catolog  bars  into  a  coin  shop  and  see  what  they 
offer  you)  The  art  bar  hobby  has  long  been  considered 
the  step  child  of  numismatics,  and  the  Franklin  Mint 
collector  regarded  in  even  less  glowing  terms.  But  I 
don  t  care,  I  buywhat  I  like.  The  value  of  any  item  is 
what  the  seller  will  sell  for  and  what  the  buyer  will 
pay.  If  the  bar  catalogs  for  $25.00  and  the  dealer 
wants  $5.00;  and  I  like  it,  I'll  buy  it.  Don’t  forget 
theres  only  about  200  of  us  that  belong  to  IASAC  and 
maybe  a  few  hundred  others  that  might  pay  $25.00,  $50. 
or  even  $100.  for  an  art  bar  but  not  very  many." 

I,  and  I  am  sure  all  other  collectors  appreciate 
the  work,  time  and  effort  that  the  early  pioneers  spent 
on  creating  and  then  revising  the  catalog  showing  us 
whats  available,  and  I  guess  what  I'm  trying  to  say  is, 
for  those  bars  we  like,  we  hope  to  buy  them  for  as 
little  as  possible,  and  when  it  comes  time  to  sell 
those  same  bars  maybe  its  then  that  we  like  those  high 
catalog  values." 

Thanks  Al,  I  agree  with  every  thing  you  say  but 
what  you  seem  to  forget  is  it  is  the  collector  who  pays 
those  high  values  for  the  individual  items  they  want. 

The  Catalog  depits  what  an  item  was  issued  for  or  what 
it  has  sold  for  in  the  past.  Future  sales  will  change 
the  catalog,  up  or  down. 

As  for  IASAC' s  membership.  We  are  growing  with 
new  members  every  month.  Yes,  we  are  a  small  group  as 
we  represent  a  more  specialized  collector  base.  The 
last  time  I  checked,  Tne  Franklin  Mint  had  over  150,000 
in  their  society  and  the  biggest  seller  of  silver  Rounds 
(our  Government)  had  over  6  million  on  their  rolLs. 

They  selL  their  1  OJnce  Coramemorati ves  for  an  average 
of  $28.  to  many  hundreds  of  thousands  of  COLLECTORS. 

Most  of  them  are  currently  selling  for  half  or  less 
than  the  collector  paid.  I  think  its  called  recession. 

As  a  dealer,  I  am  always  looking  for  good  topicial 
silver  Rounds  and  Art  Bars.  Send  me  turtles,  Nudes, 
Celebraties,  Black  America,  Sports  etc.  and  there  is  a 
collector  who  will  pay  the  asking  price.  They  will  buy 
the  first  one  and  wouldn't  give  you  50c  over  the  spot 
for  a  second  one.  They  are  collectors.  They  can  and 
will  pay  what  they  can  afford.  (Enough)  What  do  you 
bhink?

VALLEJO  NUMISMATIC  SOCIETY 


The  Vallejo  Numismatic  Society  was  established  on 
April  23,  19  5h  by  13  coin  collectors  who  had  been  meet¬ 
ing  at  each  other's  homes.  They  felt  that  the  Vallejo 
area  needed  a  numismatic  society. 

The  society's  first  silver  medal  was  issued  in  19&U 
to  commemorate  the  30th  anniversary  of  the  organization' s 
founding.  The  logo  of  the  club  depicts  a  flying  eagle 
while  the  reverse  shows  artwork  and  words  relating  to 
the  anniversary.  100  silver  medals  were  struck.  Silver 
medals  have  been  issued  yearly  since  193U  except  1991 
with  all  medals  made  by  Masterpiece  Medallions. 

Bronze  medals  were  issued  in  1965,1986,1967,1986, 
1990,  1992  and  1993.  Copper  medals  were  struck  in  198 9 
and  in  1992.  Silver  medals  have  ranged  from  63  to  200. 

The  Society's  reverse  designs  have  included  a  wreath, 
ribbon,  lion.  Statue  of  Liberty,  Carquinez  Bridge, 

Ben  Franklin,  Abe  Lincoln,  Iron  Horse,  St.  Gaudens  Double 
eagle  with  the  1993  medal  showing  the  Jack  and  Ace  playing 
cards  honoring  the  21st  coin  show  of  the  Vallejo  Numis¬ 
matic  Society. 

V.N.S.  medals  are  very  well  done  and  have  been  a 
favorite  of  coin  club  medal  collectors. 

From  1988  through  1992  the  V.N.S.  and  the  Fairfield 
Coin  Club  have  issued  joint  medals  in  silver.  These 
were  made  to  commemorate  their  annual  Christmas  parties. 
The  1988  medal  shows  on  the  reverse  the  joint  club  logos; 
The  1990  shows  a  snow  sleighjthe  1991  depicts  an  A  plus 
an  eagle/Anheiser-Busch  logo  and,  in  1992,  the  Anheiser- 
Busch  Clydesdales. 

The  Vallejo  Numismatic  Society  is  a  viable  organ¬ 
ization  which  puts  out  a  monthly  newsletter  arid  annual 
medals.

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MEET  RAY  L.  HASTEY,  IASAC  #299 

Ray  Hastey  was  a  member  of  the  graduating  class 
of  40G  of  the  U.S.  Air  Corps  Flying  School.  He 
went  on  to  become  one  of  the  first  American 
pilots  to  join  Col.  Clair  Chennault's  American 
Volunteer  Group  of  the  Chinese  Air  Force  (better 
known  as  the  Flying  Tigers).  The  photo  shown 
below  is  Ray's  Chinese  Air  Force  passport,  circa 
1941.  These  passports  were  litterly  worth  the 
pilot's  life  should  he  have  been  shot  down  over 
China  or  Burma. 

Hastey  racked  up  a  total  of  more  than  250  hours 
in  the  air,  12  of  which  were  in  actual  combat,  a 
record  equalled  by  few  American  pilots.  In 
January,  1942,  he  was  involved  in  aerial  combat 
with  superior  Japanese  forces  over  the  jungles 
of  Burma  when  his  P-40  Tomahawk  suddenly  began 
to  disintegrate  around  him.  Ray  had  to  bail  out 
but  chose  not  to  open  his  chute  until  after  he 
had  fallen  nearly  two  miles.  If  the  sport  of 
sky-diving  had  existed,  then  Ray  would  have  been 
the  owner  of  the  first  free-fall  record. 

When  the  Flying  Tigers  were  dissolved  by  presi¬ 
dential  order  on  July  1,  1942,  Hastey  was  the  last 
flier  mustered  out.  He  was  soon  wearing  the  uni¬ 
form  of  a  Lieutenant  in  the  U.S.  Army.  Today  he 
is  the  owner  of  a  coin  shop  in  Mission  Viejo  CA.
